Up to 
the round of the knockout, only three 
or four of the ten rounds were in Wil- 
lard’s favor. Aside from these rounds, 
it was youth boring in on age. It 
must be remembered that when Wil- 
lard fought his last fight some four 
years ago, Johnson was but a youth 
of eighteen years. Johnson is now 22. 
Willard is 40. Yet, Jess withstood 
the rushes of the younger man, took 
all that he had to offer in the way 
of smashes to the jaw and to the 
body, and then knocked him out. 

Willard was nervous before the’ 
fight. That, I think, was natural, | 
considering that it had been four! 
years since he had appeared in the’ 
ring, and gaced such a crowd as was. 
gathered in the great Yankee stadium 
this afternoon, As the referee was 
giving Willard and Johnson their in- 
structions, Willard kept pulling away, 
and starting toward his corner. He 
was hauled back, and the lecture con- | 
tinued. Instructions were given as to!

It bas the appearance of a pipe 
dream. However, such things will 
soon be possible, according to C, Fran- 
cis Jenkins, inventor of this city 
who recently startled. the world by 
transmission of photographs by radio 
from Philadelphia to the capital. 

It will be accomplished through the 
perfection of “radio vision,” upon 
which Jenkins is experimenting now in 
his laboratory here, Jenkins is the 
man who produced a shock at the ra- 
dio conference by announcement that 
he wou!d soon complete a machine for 
transmitting moving pictures by radio 
He is working constantly along these 
lines, and is expected soon to be able 
to produce some definite results for 
public inspection.

_ Jenkins thus explains how radio vi- 
sion works: 

‘The sending consists primarily of 
rotating glass prismatic discs, a lens 
and a light sensitive cell, he rota- 
tion of these discs causes an image 
of the photograph sent to travel across 
the light seusitive cell in lines until 
the whole of the picture surface is 
covered 

“The varying intensity of the dif- 
fereut parts of the photograph causes 
a modulation of electric current pass- 
ing through the cell; this modulated 
current is then impressed on a radio 
carrier wave which, projected through 
space is picked up by the radio ap- 
paratus at the receiving station. There 
the modulated incoming current causes 
a fluctuation of the light of a small 
lamp. This light, passing through a 


similar set of rotating prismatic discs |

the present German peace proposal 
is like several other German proposals 
made during the world war and prior 
to 1918, proposals which always en- 
visaged peace, but only with victory. 
Recall the fashion in which the Ger- 
mans made these proposals in 1917, 
always avoiding any declaration of 
purpose as to Belgium, which they 
meant to retain, alway: with an in- 
sistence upon the rectification of 
Franco-German frontiers which would 
give Germany the balance of the iron 
leposits of the Moselle and perhaps 
rtain French frontier fortresses like 
Belfort and Verdun. 

Today in the Rubr war the German 
wants peace, just as he wanted peace 
in the world war, but he wants peace 
with victory just as he wanted it then 
and his terms were made with the 
deuble object of insuring victory and 
at the same time enlisting the sup 
port of those who were either war 
weary or permitted themselves to be 
taken in by the fair superficial ap 
pearance of the German gesture. 


The German knew that if he were 
really to bring an end to the present 
conflict he would have to address 
Poincare and Theunis and agree to 
discontinue his passive resistance, 
while at the same time proposing 
as his figure for payments on ac- 
count of reparations not less than 
$10,000,000,000. Nevertheless he did 
not address the French and Belgian 
premiers, he did not call off the pas- 
sive resistance, rather he announced 
that he meant to continue it and fi- 
nally he suggested a figure, which he 
knew in advance would not be ac- 
cepted. What better evidence could 
possibly be demanded that the pur- 
pose of the proposal was not to. pre- 
sent possible terms but to discharge 
useful propaganda, designed at one 
time to meet the demands in Ger- 
many for a settlement coming from 
the socialists and to satisfy the de- 
sire abroad for a settlement. 

As for the incidental conditions, 
references to the league of nations 
and to an international commission 
of financial experts to fix German 
capacity, Germany did mention all of 
these things but she omitted to bind 
herself to accept their findings un- 
reservedly and she naturally gambled 
on her capacity to hide her assets as 
she has been doing for four years. 
If only some people who are impress- 
ed by the present German proposal 
would take the trouble to go back 
seven or eight vears and see what sort 
of peace proposals Germany was mak- 
ing then. 


Real Intention 
Of Proposal.

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tion of your enemies in a war more 
embarrassing. It may be intended to 
terminate the fighting by offering a 
fair basis for, negotiation, or it may 
be planned to make it harder for your 
opponent to resist your attacks on 
the battle front by circulating the 
notion that you are really offering 
peace on reasonable terms. Some- 
times it almost seems as if we were 
beginning to forget the interesting 
facts of the propaganda value of peace 
proposals as disclosed at a time in 
the war when Germany was still con- 
fident of yictory, that is of limited 
success, if the supreme success had 
already eluded her. 

In any consideration of the present 
situation it is essential at all times 
to recognize the underlying purpose 
of Germany since the close of the 
fighting. This purpose has been to 
evade all payment. No one anywhere 
seriously suggests that the Germans 
have in good faith attempted to meet 
any of the conditions of peace, least 
of all the terms of reparations set- 
tlements, 

The German reasoning has heen 
that the whole world, save perhaps 
the French and the Belgians, was 
more interested in peace than in the 
payment by Germany of what she 
was bound in justice and by treaty 
to pay her chief victims. They c¢al- 
culated from the beginning that eva- 
sion would ultimately succeed and 
that British, Italian and American 
aid would in the end be forthcoming 
to save them from payment. 

Now the chief difficulty with the 
German calculation at all times has 
been an over reliance upon these out- 
side elements. When Lloyd George 
was still prime minister and eager 
to bring about a settlement, ready to 
go very far in giving British political 
assistance to Germany, he was always 
stopped at the critical moment be- 
cause the Germans were too stupid 
to make a proposal which could be 
supported by the British. 

Everyone must still recall the sit- 
uation in London in 1921 when the 
Germans came witb a counter-propos- 
al. The British were not only ready 
but eager to aid in a settlement, the 
slightest show of reason on the Ger- 
man side would have turned the trick. 
But instead the German proposal was 
so ridiculous that even Lloyd George 
lost his temper and joined in an ulti- 
matum, which, had it been repulsed 
would have led to Anglo-French occu- 
pation of the Ruhr. Remember, too, 
the German 
which wrecked the Genoa conference 
and play« 1 into Poincare’s hands. 

Just the same thing has happened 
again with respect of the present pro- 
posal.

Quite 
the contrary, the German knows that 
when he promises to pay now tbere 
will be no longer any real basis for 
claiming that payment is beyond his 
capacity. If he defaults upon new 
terms then the chances are that the

bad job and resign itself to letting 
the French act as they mag choose. 
In a word, the new adjustment will 
be a real one. 

But the German is not ready to 
pay, he is not ready to consider pay-

very outset of its career indicated 
that it accepted the American con- 
vietion, generally held, that Germany 
must pay as much as Germany could. 

The issue of the Ruhr war is not 
and never has been the reduction of 
reparations. Germany had defaulted 
on those reparations openly, defiant- 
ly and voluntarily. She had demand- 
ed a new fixation which meant among 
otber things not Jess than four years 
of moratorium and she bad insisted 
in the same breat> that ber creditors 
“hould take no gages of any ultimate 
payment, when the moratorium ac- 
tually expired. er game then as 
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The French went into the Rubr 
to prevent this German strategy from 
ing. Now the war of the Ruhr 
has been fought by the Germans to 
get the French out. They are fight- 
ing to make the French surrender any 
solid guarantee of later German pay- 
ments. Moreover, they are insisting 
upon retaining the weapon of passive 
resistance. If they consented to send 
the Ruhr workers back to the mines 
and railways, then the war would be 
lost. If they get terms while con- 
tinuing the struggle it will be won. 


Will Remain 
In Ruhr. 


But the French and the Belgians 
will not get out of the Ruhr until 
the Germans abandon passive resis- 
tunce and by direct appeal to Brus- 


sels and Paris show that they recog- 
nize that they have lost the conflict. 
Jioreover, everyone knows that if the 
German government surrenders while 
the French troops are in the Ruhr 
it will not be possible again to ear- 
ry on a new war, if new defaults pro- 
voke new invasions. 

Moreover, it must be appreciated 
that what the Germans actually pro- 
pose is only to give to the allies who 
are their creditors the proceeds of 
loans raised abroad. If the loans 
cannot,.be 1aised, then the French and 
lielgians will get no money. But 
where the bankers recently fixed at 
one billion dollars what Germany 
might get if conditions were made sat- 
isfactory, the Germans are now pro- 
posing to raise not less than $5,000,- 
000,000 and the whole banking world 
knows that the thing cannot be done. 
_ Confidence is the essential thing 
in all loans and one can never forget 
that this is the Germany which has 


cape pa¥ment of foreign debts and 
having sold her marks abroad, delib- 
erately deprives these marks of any 
vilue by inflation. As I have said, 
Germany has by the simple device of 
depreciating her currency taken not 
less than $2,500,000,000 from the 
world and not less than $1,000,000.- 
000 from trusting Americans alone. 
She has short-changed the world out 
of a sum es large as that she has 
raid in money on account of repara- 
tions, whico is another way of saying 
She has made the world pay as much 
as she has so far contributed in cash 
for reparations. 

Is anyone going in this situation 
to advance five billions of dollars to 
Germany? And if the money is not 
forthcoming then there 1s nothing for 
France, nothing for Belgium, and Ger- 
many has no_ responsibility § and 
they have no remedy. All the Ger- 
man manoeuvre is obviously to get 
the collecting of reparations out of 
the hands of the nations most direct- 
ly concerned and vest it in hands 
which will be tied and will lack the 
support of any army or a will to re- 
sort to military coercion. 

After all, analysis of the German 
offer is more or less a waste of time. 
lou have to see rather what the 
German is up to than what he more 
or less vaguely proposes. You have 
to remember how he acted in

cessful, with the single limitation that 
the French occupation of the Roubr 
has postponed the triumph hitherto 
expected shortly. So the campaign to 
evade has heen naturally expanded 
and transformed into a campaign to 
get the French and Belgians out, be 
cause if they are not expelled the 
campaign of evasion may fall to the 
ground also. 
Today as always the test of Ger- 
man purpose is the spirit displayed 


by German proposals. Has there been | 


any change in the spirit or tone of 
German official communications so 
far? Obviously not. Sadly even the 
British critics of the French who 
would like to endorse the German 
proposals have been compelled to re- 
ject them. The best that can be said 
for them in these quarters is that 
they might supply a basis for diacus- 
sion. but even this half-hearted sug- 
gestion is made with a full apprecia- 
tion that it will not enlist Frencd or 
Belgian approvai. 

So, after the German gesture we 
are substantially where we started, It 
is still Germany’s turn and Germany's 
necessity to speak, her offer has tallen 
flat. The rejection by French and Hel- 
gian governments might not alone 
mean anything, but the tacit rejec-

tion by all other vermments and 
ples cannot be so Fichely dismissed. 
The German will either have to try 
again, or as he did in 1917, try by 
some new device of terribleness to 
force the world to meet his terms. 


The upshot of the whole perfcrm- 
ance is that the French and Belzsan 
troops remain in the Ruhr, the Ger- 
man cannot expel them, no other na- 
tion shows any intention of interven- 
tion or even of accepting the Ger- 
man gesture as of any real moment. 
On the whole the French and Pel- 
gian position has been helped, not 
weakened by the episode. Public sen- 
timent in both countries has been con- 
solidated. while ebroad the German 
communication has been writen down 
as maladroit, where it has not been 
more unkindly catalogued as another 
evidence of essential dishonesty. 


Not impossibly we are now to aave 
a new nistry in Germany and a 
new proposal. But the point is that 
so far there never has been a pro- 
posal that was seriously intended or 
indicated the smallest German undcer- 
standing that payment and large }}y- 
ment would have to be made. And un 
less all signs fail there is not yet any 
German appreciation of this fact. The 
single German who really advocated 
rayment, who wanted to face facts 
as they were, was Rathenau and his 
countrymen assassinated him “to en- 
courage the others.”

That 
is today actually

was slain. This fact ought to be re. 
membered now for it bas a patent 
value. : 

A German peace offensive, for all 
the world like that of 1917, has failed, 
It has not shaken the French and the 
Belgians. on their home front, it has 
not enlisted “tritish or American 8vup- 
port. It has proven in the old trench 
jargon a “dud.” That is the long and 
short of the matter and the fight ts to 
continue.

NECDOTE has ever been a biog- 
rapher’s favorite means of flash- 
ing light on the more obscure 
facets in the characters of famous 
men. A little human story, inter- 
estingly told, has been found far 
more valuable in illuminating 
some celebrity’s individualistic traits than 
pages of unadorned fact or other sheer in- 
formative matter. 

And it is on anecdote that M. R. Werner 
relies greatly in presenting to the world 
his book on Phineas T. Barnum. As the 
author says: “The things that Barnum did 
were often so curious, sometimes so incred- 
ible, and always so picturesque, that the 
reader may be inclined to doubt their accu- 
racy. | am not writing a romance, how- 
ever, and there is ample authority for every 
Statement and anecdote included in this 
book.”’ 

Phineas Taylor Barnum was born, appro- 
priately enough, in Connecticut, then state 
of the wooden nutmeg, though Dame Na- 
ture slipped up a bit in that she caused him 
to be brought into the world on July 5, 
This was in 1810, 

The author writes: “This was a pity, 
for he would so much have enjoyed being 
born on the fourth of July. Probably his 
tardiness was for the bet: Competition 
between P. T. Barnum and the national holi- 
day would have been too much—for the na- 
tional holiday.” 

However, the twenty-four hour delay 
made no difference so far as Barnum’s pre-

In the first place, he had moral cour- 
ave——a quality without which one is incapa- 
ble of leadership 

Man shares physical courage with the 
brutes—-he shares moral courage with God 
alone fhe willingness to die for what he 
believes to be right—willingness to do his 
duiv without counting the risk to himselt— 
is the supreme quality in man. 

lhere is much wisdom in one of the 
maxims that has come down from the an- 
cients: viz., that no one need be a slave 
who has learned how to die. It is the fear 
of death that makes one sutfer bondage or 
submit to coercion. When he is ready, 
not in anger, but in calmness, to invite th 
worst that can come, he is tree to obey 
the voice of duty. 

Elijah is the only foundation upon which 
moral courage can rest taith in God and 
faith in the triumph of the right because 
there is a God. 

When one believes that God stands back 
of every righteous cause with an arm strong 
enough to bring victory to His side, he 
lauchs at danger. 

What diftterence does it make whether 
he shares in the shouts of triumph or dies 
when the battle has just begun? He 
knows that every word spoken tor truth 
will have its weight and that every blow 
struck for righteousness will contribute to 
iS Success. 

William Cullen Brvant has described in 
inspiring language the trust that sustains 
the warrior battling for a great principle:

Barnum, of course, was quick. to see the 
advertising value of this match, and he 
made the most of it.

Strawberry Mousse.

Strawberry Whip.

Strawberry Short-Cake. 

Into one quart of sifted flour rub thor- 
oughly one teaspoon of soda, two of cream 
of tartar, half a teaspoon of salt, and two 
tablespoons of butter; add sweet milk to 
make a rather stiff batter. Bake in two 
buttered pie tins. When done, split with 
a sharp knife, butter both halves, cover 
the lower half with a generous layer of per- 
fectly ripe, fresh strawberries, which should 
be plentifully sweetened and allowed to stand 
at least ten minutes before using. Place 
the other half of the short-cake on the 
top of this, in an inverted position—crust 
down—cover with berries, adding a gen- 
erous Sprinkling of sugar at the last. 

Strawberries and Grapefruit. 

Hull half a quart of strawberries and 
add this to the pulp which has been taken 
from a large grapefruit. Mix without bruis- 
ing and add a little powdered sugar just 
before serving.

Paper Is Handy 


| ¥ - 
Around the House 


OME of the up-to-date store 
keepers use gummed paper tape 


instead of twine for = fastening 
bags and packages. This is 
cheaper and more convenient 
than twine. A reel of this 
gummed paper tape in the 
kitchen is often useful. HT you 
want to keep surplus supplies—sugar, 
flour, rice, ete., on hand it is a good plan 
to fasten the bags containing them with 


this paper tape. -Run the tape over a 
damp cloth and run‘it over the closing of 
the bag or package. This paper tape may 
also be used for labels. Cut off two or 
three inches of the tape, write on one side 
what you wish and stick it on the jar or 
package you wish to Jabel. 

In boarding houses or institutions 
where electric dishwashers are used it is 
customary to wipe off each plate with a 
piece of paper before putting it into the 
machine. This is a quick way of remov- 
ing refuse and grease. Squares of news- 
papers are often used for this purpose. One 
square is used for each plate. They may 
be used as effectively in preparing dishes 
for the dishpan as for the electric washer. 
Have some of these squares on hand when 
cleaning up after a meal and see how much 
time they save. They are especially desir- 
able when you want to be sparing of hot 
water. 


It is a good idea to have pieces of news. 


paper on hand ready to spread on the 
kitchen table when preparing veggtabYes 
for a meal. The waste and refuse falls on 


the paper and may be cleared away easily 
when the paper is rolled up. 


It is a good plan to have squares of 
waxed paper on hand and with them a 
supply of rubber bands. Then if you have 
a little food to put away in a jar or cup 
cover it with a piece of waxed paper, Se- 
cured with a rubber band, and you may be 
sure that it is protected from contamina. 
tion from other food or food o“ors, 

Some women like to use a brush in 
greasing cake tins, but it is difficult to 
keep the brush perfectly clean. Soft white 
tissue paper is almecst as good as the brush 
It is very much better than heavy manilla 


paper Most housewives simply take a 
piece of wrapping paper or a piece of a 
bag. It is better to kave fresh paper that 


has not been used previously. Buy some 
fresh white tissue paper and cut.-it into si» 
inch squares and have these on hand for 
greasing tins. Five cents’ worth of tissue 
paper will keep you supplied for a very 
long time. 


Celery Soup

boiling ends and coarse parts of a bunch of 
celery with a few slices of onion. Adda 
pint of milk, boil together. Have ready a 
half cup of cooked rice, add to the milk 
and let cook in double boiler for five min- 
utes. Have ready an egg slightly beaten 
in an earthen bowl. Pour the soup over 
the eve and let stand for two minutes, Sstir- 
ring constantly. Season to taste.
